between Hukowina and Transylvania. 

The (iermans explain the dropping 
of I ombs on towns and villages in 
Norfolk. England, by saying their 
airships had been fired on British 
airmen In turn, havj beei^ Imsy in 
Belgium, and, accoiditig to a report 
from Holland, have v. ntured as lai 
as Essen, Rhenish Prussia, where 
they destroyed some buildings. 

Holland has asked Germany to ex 
plain reports that the German air 
shipsNin their way to England t)assed 
over Dutch territory.

The legality of the passage of the 

cent license urdinance, known as 
ordinance No. 16, ia called into 
question by an i^JoBctfoa son nM 
thia weak. 

The owners of prhrate auteno' 
biles are the plaintiffs and the suit is 
n the names of Charles P. Johnson, 
S. U. V^ioldridge, Dr. .1. H. Rlee, 
B. H. Higgins, officers of the aaso- 
ciatlon formed a few days ago with 
about 00 niember.s to pr"Vent tbe cv 
forcement of that clause of the^ 
recently Enacted license tax ordl-" 
nance by wliich automobiles owne»I 
within the city are taxed $10 per 
year as a special tax. 

Acting on the petition Circuit 
Clerk Radford issued a restraining 
order to pri v^-nt the i ity officials 
from collecting this tax until the 
case can be trii'fl out. 

In the petition that is set forth 
that complainants are owners of auto- 
mobiles used strictly for personal 
and private use and that they are 
■not for let or hire, and it is claimed 
that the city is exceeding its uncocF 
stitutlonal rights in attempting to 
levy a ta.x ujion ihern as they ar>' 
without such authority except sn 
automobiles used for hire. 

The pe-tition also states that the 
plaintiffs all pay an ad valorem tax 
iirv-tiu'ir nia'-hii:''s and that the as- 
sessment of another tax is double 
taxiiti'in.

Our own 
hired hands are not paid unlesa we 
have Bomelhin;; for them to do and 
we are not willing to carry the hired 
help of dependent Industries unless 
there is work for them. We must 
therefore insist upon the most rigid 
econinny.
